To the Baltimore Conference^ M. E. Churchy South. 

Dear Brethren : 

It has long since been my purpose, if at the end of life niy financial con- 
dition would justify me in doing so without injustice to others, to leave 
something for the superannuated fund of this Conference for the worn-out 
preachers, their widows and orphans. While I have great regard and 
respect for all Christian communions, Methodism is much nearer my heart. 
She, under God, as the instrument, when I was a wayward, wandering boy 
in humble circumstances, sought me, became my spiritual Mother and 
cared for me. I feel under some obligation to her, as I would for my 
earthly mother who has cared for me. I love her simple forms and ordi- 
nances, her means of grace, her ministry and her people. I feel it to be 
my duty, as well as pleasure, under all the circumstances, to give some 
substantial evidence of my alfection and gratitude. 

As stated in the foregoing, it was my purpose to arrange for this after 
my demise. But when 1 see in so many cases parties who designed and 
purposed that certain funds should go for special purposes after their 
death, but instead of this, after they had gone, it was diverted into other 
channels far different from those intended by the earner and donor. 
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I determined, as dead people cannot speak, living persons can, and 
nobody can say they were incapable of knowing what to do with their own 
possessions, or that they were under the undue influence of others. 

I enclose a certified check for twenty thousand dollars, which I wish to 
be invested by the Joint Board of Finance in some good, safe securities, 
the annual income only of which I desire to be applied to the superannuated 
fund to the worn-out preachers, their widows and orphans. I would sug- 
gest as a safe investment, well-secured ground rents. The donor does not 
in the least wish or mean to release or relieve the churches or charges 
from their annual obligations and contributions for this purpose. This is 
only to be an additional relief.

. appointed agent for Randolph-Macon College, by whose 

faculty he was honored with the degree of Doctor of Divinity, a titlEhc 
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well merited. 1871-5 he was Presiding Elder of Moorefield District; 
1875-9 of the Rockingham District. 1879 he served South River, and 
1880-1 Upper Marlboro, Md., his last appointment. 

In his nature Dr. Thomas was sympathetic and loving, in his manner 
gentle and winning. His deep humility, holy zeal, Christlike courage, 
marked him at all times the Christian Minister, a true witness for his Mas- 
ter. His sermons were profound and massive in thought and style, always 
carefully prepared, but never written. His cherished theme was the 
atonement in its widest scope, and his logic was masterly in combating 
the Calvinistic. The preaching of the gospel was his loved employ, and 
when the increase of years and infirmities suggested his retirement from 
the active work, he was deeply affected. His ministry covered a period of 
sixty-two years, nearly fifty of them spent effectively. The closing years 
of his life were spent in rest and quiet, in patient waiting for the coming 
of his Lord, though he was not without bodily pain, which he bore with 
that submissiveness and fortitude which he had learned in the school of 
Christ. In spirit, buoyant and cheerful, strong in faith, looking unto Jesus, 
he ever spoke confidently of the joy and glory beyond. He knew whom 
he believed, and was persuaded that he was able to keep that which he had 
committed unto Him against that day. And when the Master had wrought 
in him and through him His good and perfect wili. He took his ready ser- 
vant home. 

In the death of Rev. David Thomas we have lost a wise and good man, 
whose life remains as a precious and valued possession to the Church. 
His funeral services took place from his late residence on Calhoun street, 
Baltimore, Md., conducted by Rev. C. W. Cook, Rev. J. W. Duffey, Rev. 
L. W. Haslup and C. L. Damaron. His remains Avere buried at York, Pa. 



Rev. RODGERS, D. D. 

The subject of this sketch was born in Baltimore, Maryland, July 29th, 
1825, and died in the same city November 1st, 1894. His father was a 
native of County Down, Ireland ; his mother, of Baltimore county, Mary- 
land, both of Scotch-Irish descent, and members of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Baltimore. Their six children were reared in the faith of their 
parents. Their household was well ordered, and love predominated. Dr. 
Rodgers Avrites of himself that, very early in life his mind and heart were 
deeply impressed with the importance of religion, and that he could not 
remember the time when he did not feel the claims of God to the service 
of his heart and life. 

In 1840, in the vicinity of his home, a wonderful revival occurred at 
Exeter Street, M. E. Church, under the ministry of Rev. Charles B. Tip- 
pett and Rev. John Poisal. Hundreds professed faith in Christ, and many 
Avere added to the ranks of the ministry. Among these, Samuel Rodgers 
Avas converted. His first act afterward Avas to purchase a Hymn Book, a 
Discipline, and the Life of Hester Ann Rogers. To the reading of the 
W ord of God and private prayer Avere added the eager perusal of the biog- 
raphies of Fletcher, Carvosso, and others. He testifies to their value in 
the progress he made in the divine life. Regularly he was in his place in 
the house of God. Soon he Avas occasionally called upon to lead the class 
of Avhich he Av^as a member, and, in this exercise, he Avas moved to preach 
the Gospel. This impression became fixed in his mind. He waited for the 
call of the Church. Henry Slicer Avas preacher in charge, and gave him 
verbal license to exhort, February 12, 1845. He Avas regularly licensed by 
the Quarterly Conference to exhort, September 3, and to preach, December 
31, 1845. September, 1846, he Avas requested by Rev. John A. Collins, pre- 
siding elder of the Baltimore District, to serve as an assistant, on Balti- 
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more Circuit, to Rev. William Hamilton and Rev. Jno. M. Jones. He was 
recommended for admission on trial in the traveling Connection, Decem- 
ber 12, 1846, but at the Conference held March, 1847, no applicants were 
received. He was, however, employed as junior colleague of Rev. William 
S. Baird, on Charles Circuit. March, 1848, he was admitted on trial in the 
Baltimore Conference, and appointed to Jefferson Circuit. This was his 
last service in circuit work. March, 1850, he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Mon is, and sent to Georgetown, D. C., as the junior for one year. 

1851, he served with Rev. S. Asbury Roszel, at Alexandria, Va. March, 

1852, Bishop Janes ordained him elder, and, as a married man, placed him 
in charge of Leesburg Station. Here he was a favorite pastor, serving as 
such at three several periods, in all upward of seven years. Twice was he 
in charge of Fredericksburg Station; and from 1856, successively, in Union 
and Ryland Chapels, Washington, D. C.; Lewisburg, W. Va. ; Lexington, 
Va. ; Trinity, Baltimore; Winchester, Va. ; and Staunton, Va. He was 
appointed presiding elder four times, four years each; 1871, to East Balti- 
more District; 1878, to Baltimore District; 1885, to Washington District; 
and 1890, again to Baltimore District. His term ending in the latter work 
last spring, he was unanimously elected editor of the Episcopal Methodist. 
Faithfully discharging the duties of this position, notwithstanding the 
fatal decline in his health had already set in, he faltered not until the seal 
of death itself silenced the voice, which, when the hand had lost its cun- 
ning, had to the last dictated to the devoted daughter the editorial para- 
graphs coming to their readers on the very day of his departure. 

The best illustration of the charming little book “ Some Recollections of 
Mr. Mark Beatty and His Family,” was to be found in the home life of Dr. 
Rodgers. Five years after he entered into the ministry he was married to 
Miss Angeline Nicholson, of Baltimore. She shared with him the vicissi- 
tudes of the itinerancy for nearlv nine years, and was then taken to her 
reward in heaven. 

March 21, 1865, he was united in marriage to Miss Martha Gilkeson, of 
Lewisburg, W. Va., who, after a life of untiring zeal and devotion for 
twenty years, was suddenly called to her eternal home. 

It had been his experience to see and suffer the horrors of war. The 
awful bombardment at Fredericksburg, Va., 1862, subjected him and his 
family to its peril, and afterward the ruin it had wrought drove him to find 
refuge where he might. He found it for a short space in the mountains of 
West Virginia, and then for upward of a year, ministered as chaplain of 
the 22d Virginia Infantry to those whose sufferings and privations were 
keenest at the supreme hour of disaster and defeat. 

It was his privilege, when stationed in 1868, at Lexington, Va., to become 
the personal friend of Gen. Robert E. Lee, whose esteem and affection 
continued until death separated them. At this time the Washington and 
Lee University conferred on him the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

In the General Conference he became widely known as one of its most' 
useful and honored members. Sent first by his Conference in 1870, he 
served six times successively. He was chosen again last Spring, but was 
too ill to attempt the journey to Memphis. 

As the end of his life drew near, he, fully realizing its approach, set his 
house in order, systematically arranged the details of the funeral services, 
and for other matters of personal and family concern. He had never 
failed to bear full and unequivocal testimony to the grace of God that 
was in him, in any public assembly where Christian testimony was ex- 
pected. He was not demonstrative at any time during his protracted ill- 
ness, but when an intimate friend would speak of his personal experience, 
the answer would almost invariably be: “Not great joy, but peace.” His 
sufferings were at frequent intervals, extremely severe, but he murmured 
not. Whenever it was possible for him to do so, he had a cordial greeting 
for every one who came to see him ; and in all his conversations seemed to 
be more concerned for the welfare of others than about his own concRtion. 
As the end approached, his pains grew more violent. The evening hour 
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afforded him temporary relief. He sat up, and appeared to enjoy the last 
meal that was served him. The agony soon returned, however. He was 
conscious until 1:45 A. M. At two o’clock he gave one gentle sigh, and all 
was over. 

On Saturday morning, November 3, Central Church was filled with his 
loved and loving friends. Twenty ministers of his own Conference, others 
who had been his former associates in the M. E. Church, together with 
many laymen, representing quite a number of the various pastorates in 
which he had served, came together to do honor to his memory. Bishop 
Wilson conducted the services. Rev. J. S. Hutchinson, presiding elder of 
the Baltimore District, and Rev. J. W. Duffey, the pastor of the family, 
read the Ritual lessons. Dr. P. H. Whisner touchingly referred to the 
close personal relations he had sustained to Dr. Rodgers, and Bishop 
Wilson, his intimate and life-long friend, in just and impressive terms, out- 
lined his character and work. 

The earthly part, unmarred as yet in face or form, was laid to rest in 
Oreenmount Cemetery, by the side of those of his family who had pre- 
ceded him, to await the Resurrection. A son, Mr. John L. Rodgers, and a 
daughter, Bertha, survive their sainted father. His record is on high. 
The future alone can reveal the power and infiuence of a godly life. If 
true preaching consists in the clear exposition of the word of God ; if the 
best type of a pastor is found in one who can, wHh accurate judgment and 
deepest sympathy, minister consolation to the penitent, the sick, the dying, 
and the bereaved; if concientious devotion to duty is the highest quality of 
service, whether in the chief counsels of the Church, or in the humblest 
place of work ; if wise and gentle administration at home or in the Church ; 
if ready and generous response to the call of distress or needs of the 
'Church ; in a word, if the whole course of a Christian life marked by the 
steadfast glow of the light of Christ be the requirement of Christianity, 
has it not been met by Samuel Rodgers? And if in him there were 
“Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever 
things are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report ; if there be any virtue, if there be 
any praise, think on these things.” 



Rev. JOHN WESI.EY WOEFE. 

In the early part of the present Conference year the announcement went 
forth that Bro. John Wesley Wolfe had entered into his reward. It was 
not unexpected by his brethren, for his failing health had become gener- 
ally known. He was a native of Martinsburg, W. Va., where he was born 
December 24, 1824. Brought up by Methodist parents, he was converted 
early in life, and became a devoted member of the Methodist Church. At 
the age of 21 years he was licensed to preach, and, in March, 1846, was 
admitted on trial into the Baltimore Conference. Two years later he was 
admitted into full connection, and ordained deacoe by Bishop Janes. In 
March, 1850, he was ordained elder by Bishop Waugh. His was a ministry 
of ceaseless activity. He had been heard to say that probably no member 
of the Conference, in his day, had traveled over more extensive territory 
than himself. He was an itinerant in the broadest sense of that word. 
His first appointment was as junior preacher to Springfield Circuit. Here 
he remained one year. The next four yeers of his ministry were spent as 
junior preacher on the Moorefield, the Franklin, the Front Royal, and the 
Lexington Circuits. In March, 1851, he was sent as preacher in charge to 
the Greenbrier Circuit, which then embraced an extensive territory. At 
the end of one year he was appointed to the Lewisburg Circuit, where he 
remained for two years. That was at that time the limit of the pastoral 
term. In 1854, he was sent to the Fincastle Circuit, another large and 
laborious charge. One year later he was appointed to Christiansburg, 
where he remained for two years. His next appointment was to the East 
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Rockingham Circuit, where he also served for two years. In 1859-60, he 
was preacher in charge of the Woodstock Circuit. In 1861, he was ap- 
pointed to Seamen’s Bethel in the city of Baltimore. Leaving Baltimore 
at the end of one year, because of his fealty to the principles and action 
of his Conference, he spent the next four years of his life on the Winches- 
ter Circuit. Here he experienced the calamities of war, and lost all that 
he possessed, including a valuable library, when the parsonage was de- 
stroyed by fire. The years 1866-7 were spent on the Frederick Circuit. 
In 1868-9, he served a second term of two years on the Woodstock Circuit. 
Three years were then spent at Mt. Sidney ; two years at Churchville ; and 
three years at Berkeley. In 1878, he was appointed preacher in charge of 
the Springfield Circuit, where he had served as junior preacher many 
years before. Here he remained two years. From 1880 to 1883, he served 
the Brucetown charge. Up to this time his whole ministry, with the excep- 
tion of one year, had been spent on large circuits in Virginia and W est 
Virginia. In 1884 he was appointed to the Bladensburg Circuit in Mary- 
land. Two years later he was appointed to the Freedom Circuit, where 
he also remained two years. In 1888 he was sent back to Virginia, and 
traveled for four years on the Augusta Circuit. In 1892 he was appointed 
to New Hope. This was his last charge. For two years his health, follow- 
ing an attack of La Grippe, had been steadily failing. In 1893 he was 
granted a superannuated relation. Thus closed an active and laborious 
ministry of forty-seven consecutive years. During all these years he had 
proved himself, in every sense of the word, a workman who had no reason 
to be ashamed, and had left the impress of his piety and zeal on every 
charge he had served. 

Bro. Wolfe was twice married. In November, 1850, he was united to 
Miss Caroline Goodwin, of Botetourt county, Virginia. She died in Feb- 
ruary, 1859. His second wife was Miss Eva Manuel, of Clarke county, 
Virginia, to whom he was married in August, 1864. She also was taken 
from him by death after a happy wedded life of very nearly twenty years. 

Bro. Wolfe presented a striking figure. Rather below the medium 
height, he had a stout, muscular and robust frame. This enabled him to 
do work, and endure fatigue and exposure that would speedily have shat- 
tered a less robust constitution. His countenance indicated decision of 
character and benevolence of spirit. He was unswerving in his principles 
and firm in the discharge of his duty ; and yet as kind-hearted and hospit- 
able as true friendship could demand. As a preacher he was strong, clear 
and scriptural. He was thoroughly grounded in Armenian theology, and 
preached its fundamental doctrines with great earnestness and force. He 
eschewed sensational methods in the pulpit, and sought uniformly to feed 
his hearers, not with the husks of science and speculation, but with the 
living bread that came down from heaven. This largely accounts for his 
success in winning souls to Christ and building up the church. He was a 
< man of one work and of one aim. All his powers of body and mind were 
concentrated in whatever he attempted. This made him a man of great 
usefulness ; and many neat and substantial churches in the Baltimore Con- 
ference are the monuments of his energy and perseverance. 

After receiving a superannuated relation in March, 1893, his health 
became rapidly more feeble, and his friends became conscious that his long 
and useful life was approaching its close. He suffered much, but bore it 
with true Christian fortitude. He was treated by skillful physicians, but 
every effort proved fruitless to check the progress of disease. His last 
months were spent among his near kindred, who delighted to minister to 
his wants. On June 5, 1894, he died at the home of his son-in-law, R. E. 
Guthrie, in Springfield, W. Va. His remains were taken to Martinsburg, 
W. Va., where impressive funeral services were conducted in the Trinity 
M. E. Church, South, and the body was then laid to rest in the beautiful 
Green Hill Cemetery, near that town. 
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Rev. WIL.L.IAM K. BOYL.E, R. ». 

Rev. William K. Boyle was born in Baltimore, Md., July 16, 1840, and 
died in Prince George County, February 20, 1895. 

The training received in the public schools, and in a mercantile estab- 
lishment in his native city, laid the foundation of the systematic habits of 
study, and the safe business instincts that characterized his later life. His 
religious life began in the Sunday School of old Eutaw Church. He was 
licensed to preach January 9, 1860, and admitted on trial into the Balti- 
more Conference in March, 1860; ordained deacon by Bishop Janes, 
March, 1862, and elder by Bishop Scott, March, 1864. 

He served the following charges consecutively: 1860, as junior 

preacher on Augusta Circuit; 1861, Bladensburg; 1862, Patuxent ; 1863-4, 
Rockville; 1865-7, Rock Creek; 1868, Laurel; 1869-70, Taylor’s; 1871-4, 
Chatsworth Independent Church; 1875-6, Lexington Station; 1877-80, 
Alexandria ; 1881, Leesburg. In the Spring of 1882, he purchased the 
Episcopal Methodist, became its editor and continued in that position 
until failing health forced him to retire. 

March, 1893, he was granted a supernumerary relation, which was the 
year following changed to superannuated. Progressive paralysis brought 
him steadily to the end of his career. The summons came suddenly. He 
had finished a long and affectionate letter to an absent son, when the final 
stroke fell, and in a few moments he breathed his last. 

His wedded life was singularly happy. He was united in marriage 
with Miss Lizzie Veitch, of Prince George County, Md., February 24, 1863, 
who, with two sons and three daughters survive him. The writer was 
privileged to see much of his home life where loved reigned supreme. 

Brother Boyle was a man of many marked characteristics. His studious 
habits, his business capacity, his executive ability, his untiring energy, his 
close attention to matters of detail, all contributed to the success he 
achieved as a pastor, editor and publisher. It was a matter of conscience 
with him to make careful preparation for every public service which he 
conducted. He once remarked: “During the time that I was in the pas- 

torate, I always took beaten oil into the pulpit.” 

The dominant elements of his nature were gentleness, a loving dispo- 
sition that made him responsive to the overtures of friendship, and a gen 
erosity so strong that it seemed to know none of the ordinary limitations 
of selfishness. But if he was tender to the verge of weakness, he was 
brave almost to rashness. If he was affectionate and appreciative, he was 
also a good judge of human nature, and rarely bestowed his friendship on 
one unworthy of it. His liberality was also directed by strong common sense, 
and was the more intelligent because of his practical experience with 
men and business. Only those who knew him intimately could know how 
absolutely sincere and unaffected, how kind and generous was his heart. 
It was his constant purpose to be as true and pure in this world, as he 
believed the good must be in the next. 

The last years of his life were spent under the shadow of a great afllic- 
tion. The body that had been so robust refused longer to obey the man- 
dates of a mind and heart that found their chief delight in active service 
for his master. “Not to be ministered unto, but to minister,” was the life 
task he had set himself, and how delightful were his gentle ministries ! 

A discriminating memoir of such a life for an occasion like this is out 
of the question, else would we refer to seeming faults, that yet would be 
powerless to mar the man and Christian, whom nature and grace con- 
joined to mould for citizenship in the “heavenly places.” 

The well known form has disappeared, but there lingers the memory of 
the man of spotless character that adorned the doctrine of his Savior, and

Rev. iriAYBlJRY OOHEEY RAL.TH1^. 

May bury Goheen Balthis was born at Strasburg, Va., April 19th, 1837. 

His first religious impression was made at the death-bed of a beloved 
eister. 

While yet a youth he was converted, and united with the Methodist 
Church. 

For a few years he followed the profession of teaching, intending to 
make it his life work; but recognizing the call of God to the work of the 
ministry, he surrendered his own plans, and in 1859 received from the 
Church his license to preach. 

In March, 1861, he was received on trial into the Baltimore Conference, 
and was appointed to Jefferson Circuit as junior preacher, with Rev. J. 
Gibson as preacher in charge. 

When the war between the States commenced he volunteered as a pri- 
vate soldier in Company “A,” Tenth Virginia Infantry, C. S. A. In the 
spring of 1862 the chaplain of the regiment was disabled, and compelled to 
retire from the service. At the urgent request of the officers and men, 
Brother Balthis was commissioned as chaplain, and served in that capacity 
until the close of the war. 

At the conclusion of hostilities he returned to his native county, and for 
six months he served as assistant to Rev. J. E. Armstrong on the Wood- 
stock Circuit- At the Conference of 1866 he was appointed to the Spring- 
field Circuit, as the colleague of Rev. J. W. Tongue. In 1867 he was 
received into full connection and ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce, and 
that year was appointed to Piedmont and New Creek. In 1868 his ap- 
pointment was Piedmont and Frostburg. In 1869 he was ordained elder 
by Bishop Wightman, and was reappointed to Piedmont. In 1870 he was 
sent to Frederick City. 

His excessive labors had made serious inroads on his health, and before 
the end of the year he was compelled to desist from pulpit work, and at 
the Conference of 1871 he was placed on the superannuated list. In 1873 
his relation was changed to supernumerary. In 1875 Brother Balthis 
resumed his place in the effective ranks, and was put in charge of Stras- 
burg Circuit. In 1876-’77-’78 he was at Luray. In 1879 he was sent to 
Linganore Circuit, where he labored for four years. Feeling unable 
longer to keep the field. Brother Balthis was in 1883 granted a supernu- 
merary relation; that, in 1884, was changed to superannuated, which 
relation he sustained until May 24, 1894, when God called him to come up 
higher. 

After his retirement from the active work of the ministry. Brother 
Balthis made his home at New Market, Md. He was married at Piedmont, 
W. Va., February 24, 1876, to Miss Mary E. Hendrickson, daughter of the 
late Joseph Hendrickson, who, with one son, survive him. 
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He was one of the purest and most unselfish of men. As a soldier and a 
chaplain, he faithfully and fearlessly discharged his duty ; quiet and unas- 
suming, he moved steadily onward— a Christian without fear and without 
reproach. He commanded the love and respect of his comrades. His low, 
sweet voice was often heard cheering and comforting the sick and 
wounded. The prayers and exhortations of the young chaplain were 
instrumental in leading many to trust in the great Captain of our 

tion. As a preacher, our departed brother ranked high ; but for his feeble 
health, he would have occupied the first pulpits of our Conference. His 
services were eagerly sought after by the churches. It was a joy o im 
^^diclL the unsearchable riches of Chr One of his favorite hymns, 
and one that was sung at his funeral was 

“I love to tell the story of unseen things above, 

Of Jesus and His glory, of Jesus and his love.’ 

His zeal consumed him ; the foundation of his disease was laid m the 
years of arduous and increasing labor he spent in the bounds of the Moore- 
field District. 

He was a lovable man, and won hosts of friends. The large concourse 

of people who attended his burial gave evidence of the high esteem in 
which he was held by those among whom his last days were spent. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, May 27th, his tody was carried into the 
church at New Market, and, after religious service conducted hy Kevs j. 
S. Hutchinson, W. P. C. Coe, J. C. Hawk and E. H. Dashiell, was de- 
posited in the cemetery. 

“ He is not dead, that friend of ours. 

For his pale lips did take the song 
Of triumph, and his ear heard snatches of 
Heavenly harping as he departed. 

Therefore, the grief borne at his grave 
Is not like other grief — 

Tears mix with joy — 

We praise our God for him.” 



Rev. SII^AS R. SWAPP. 

Silas K. Snapp was born near Slanesville, Hampshire County, West Vir. 
ginia January 7, 1834, and died at White Post, Clarke County, Virginia, 
Sunday morning, March 10, 1895, in his 62d year. 

Bro Snapp was converted in 1857, at a camp meeting held near Slanes- 
ville, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church Soon after joining the 
Church he was made a steward and a class leader, thus showing the 
esteem ’in which he was held by his brethren so early in his religious life. 

About this same time, he married a daughter of Rev. Stephen Smith of 
the Baltimore Conference, who with five daughters and six sons survive 

him. j f • 

He first engaged in the mercantile business, and afterwards, in farming ; 
but he was never contented, feeling impressed with the conviction that he 
ought to preach the Gospel. He deemed it impracticable, however, to 
enter the ministry during the war, and continued in secular pursuits. 

In the fall of 1866, encouraged by his father-in-law. Rev. Stephen Simth, 
he decided to enter the ministry, and was licensed to preach by the Rev. 
J. C. Dice, Presiding Elder of the South Branch District. 

In 1867 at the Conference held in Baltimore, under the presidency of 
Bishop George F. Pierce, he was admitted on trial, and appointed to 
Peterstown Circuit, Lewisburg District. 
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In 1868, he was sent as second man to Crab Bottom Circuit with Rev. 
Stephen Smith, preacher in charge. He was admitted into full connection 
and ordained deacon in 1869, and appointed in charge of Highland Circuit, 
where he served two years. 

In 1871, he was ordained elder and appointed to Warm Springs Mission, 
Lexington District. In 1872, he was returned to the Moorefield District 
and appointed to Franklin Mission, where he served the full term of four 
years. Under his efficient administration this charge soon became self- 
sustaining. 

He was sent to Flintstone Circuit in 1876 and ’77 ; and in 1878, ’79 to 
Churchville Circuit, Rockingham District. He was appointed to Parnassus 
in 1880. From 1881 to ’85, he was preacher in charge of Port Republic. 
In 1885, ’86, ’87, he served the Gainsboro Circuit, Winchester District. He 
was appointed to Berkeley, in 1888, ’89, ’90. And in 1891, he was sent to 
Cedarville Circuit, now called White Post, where he ended his itinerant 
career near the close of his fourth year, March 10, 1895. 

From this review of his appointments, it will be seen that the labors of 
Bro. Snapp, in the nearly 28 years of his itinerant ministry, were distribu- 
ted over a wide field. 

As a preacher he was earnest, practical, spiritual and edifying, and 
more than satisfied the expectations of his hearers. His ministry was 
blessed with interesting and fruitful revivals, especially in Highland, 
Franklin and Port Republic Circuits. 

He was also successful in building new churches, and in paying off debts 
on churches and parsonages. He was always a faithful preacher of the 
Gospel of Christ, and the work of God prospered in his hands. 

He was quiet and gentle in his manners, kind-hearted, speaking evil of on 
one. He loved the Methodist Church, his brethren of the ministry, and 
the itinerancy. And while expressing himself in his last illness as entirely 
resigned to God’s will, he desired to live longer, that he might preach the 
Gospel. 

Before entering upon his last charge, his health had begun to fail, yet he 
continued to perform his work under increasing weakness and embarrass- 
.ment. In his last illness he often said; “the Lord does all things right.” 
On one occasion, he testified, “the Lord is with all His people, and is with 
me.” At another time he said : “Praise the Lord, O my soul.” 

“His life ebbed out gently and quietly, in a calm and serene repose, just 
as the sun was rising on Sunday morning.” 

His remains were borne to Port Republic and laid away in the quiet Jcity 
of the dead. His funeral services were conducted by Rev. J. R. Van 
Horne, assisted by Revs. T. W. Browne, J. K. Gilbert and S. E. Boyd. 



Rev. M. laO^G. 

Many of the members of this Conference were startled in December last 
by the announcement of the death of Rev. Milton M. Long. We had 
heard of his illness, but were not aware of its serious nature. He was 
born of Dunkard parentage, November 22, 1857, in Rockbridge County, 
Virginia. He was educated and grew up to manhood in his native State. 
On the 5th day of August, 1881, he was married to Miss Cora A. Painter of 
Shenandoah county, Va: Previous to his marriage he spent considerable 
time teaching in the public schools of Virginia. 

In September, 1881, he removed to Champaigne county, Ohio, and 
engaged in farming. During the first winter that he spent in Ohio, he -was 
converted in a prayer meeting held in the house of a Mr. Peter Baker. 
His experience of God’s saving grace was clear and convincing. Forget- 
ting the prejudices of his early training, he praised God for the w onderful 
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change wrought in his spiritual condition. He remained in Ohio less than 
three years. His health having failed, he returned to Virginia in March, 
1884, and resumed teaching. 

In the summer of 188C, he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Shenandoah Mission, of which Rev. L. Fox was then preacher 
in charge. Soon after this he began work as a supply on Page Mission. 
In March, 1887, when this Conference held its session in Leesburg, 
Virginia, he was admitted on trial into the traveling connection. 

His first appointment w as as preacher in charge of Page Mission. Here 
he continued for three years. In March, 1890, he was appointed to the 
Blue Sulphur Circuit in the Lewisburg District. Here also he served 
acceptably for three years. His next appointment in March, 1893, was to 
Morgan Mission, where his brief career of usefulness was terminated by 
typhoid fever on Sunday night, December 30, 1894. The following day his 
remains were taken to Shenandoah county, Va., and interred m the La^z 
burial-ground in that county. The funeral sermon was preached by the 
Rev. H. S. Coe. 

Bro. Long was an earnest and practical preacher. He had the courage 
of his convictions. He never hesitated to reprove sin wherever R was 
found. He never feared to point out the errors and short comings of his 
own people. Though modest and retiring in his disposition, he was bold 
to respond to every call of duty. In his work he looked for immediate 
results. His duty was never performed in an aimless or perfunctory way. 
His own experience of the deep things of God led him to preach experi- 
mental religion, and seek to lead others to a saving knowledge of the 
truth. Hence he had revivals on every charge, and at almost every 
appointment. In his brief ministry he was instrumental in the salvation 
of many souls, and proved himself a w^orkman who had no reason to be 
ashamed. Had it pleased God to prolong his life, we believe he would 
have made full proof of an able and useful ministry. 



Hon. PATRICK HAHIL.L.. 

It is proper that this Conference should give expression to its appreci* 
ation of the life and character and usefulness of our brother, Patrmk 
Hamill, who was called to his reward during the Conference year, in his 
seventy-eighth year of age. He was a Local Elder in the Church, of far 
more than ordinary ability, and often employed his talents in preaching 
the word. He filled a large place in the Church, and was frequent^ a 
member of this Conference. Asa citizen he was honored with civil ottice, 
having filled several positions of responsibility in his native State, and 
having also been a member of the Congress of the United States. In 
none of these offices did he ever forfeit his character for integrity and 
uprightness. He was devoted to the Methodist Church m its doctrines 
and polity, and while he rejoiced in the glorious history of Methodism, 
and loved the old paths, he cheerfully accepted the modifications that were 
made from time to time in her polity, by which it was proposed to adapt 
the Church to changed and changing conditions. 

He was a good man, of solid worth as a citizen and a Christian.

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REPORT 

OF THE 

SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board of Missions, during the past year, has given aid to the follow- 
ing charges: 

In the Baltimore District — Wilkens Avenue, Brunswick, Emory, Fred- 
erick Avenue. East Baltimore District — North Baltimore, Caroline, 
Charles, West Harford, East Harford, Church Hill. Washington District — 
Marvin, Fauquier, Morrisville, Manassas, Sudley, Stafford. Winchester 
Dirtrict — Strasburg, White Post, Edenburg, Warren, Page, Linden, Fred- 
erick. Rockingham District — Shenandoah, Fairfield and Baths, Bell’s 
Valley, New Market, Mt. Jackson, Port Republic, Marksville, West 
Augusta. Roanoke District — Grace, Elliston, New Castle, Buena Vista, 
Rockbridge, Collierstown, Amsterdam. Lewisburg District — Alleghany, 
Millboro’ and Shiloh, Gilletts, Hot Springs, Alvon, Tallcott, Greenville. 
Moorefield District — Petersburg, Franklin, Frostburg, Morgan, Gainsboro’, 
Wardensville. 

These fields of labor report: 11,061 members, 751 net increase; 1,213 
conversions; 1,262 additions; 166 Sunday Schools; 1,356 officers and teach- 
ers; 9,474 scholars; 846 baptisms; $16,972 raised for ministerial support, and 
$3,355 for the disciplinary collections. 

The appropriations to these charges are, in most cases, a small amount 
to supplement the very meagre salary which the charges themselves con- 
tribute. The cause of domestic missions, as well as that of foreign mis- 
sions, appeals to the Church for continued aid, and this appeal should not 
be disregarded. The results, as indicated in the foregoing figures, prove 
that the money already expended has been well invested. 

The amount raised this year for foreign missions was $10,362.50, and for 
domestic missions $5,606.53.

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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Baltimore Annual Conference 
of the M. E. Churchy South. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : 

The year just closed can be spoken of, not so much for what has been 
accomplished therein, as for the promise it has given of a brighter future. 
Words of cheer and encouragement from various points in our territory 
have demonstrated the awakening of a fresh and deeper interest 
work. A growing disposition on the part of the auxiliaries for more par- 
ticular news of the work and closer relations with the workers, denotes 
the dawn of a new era in our history. 

The financial condition of the country has, without doubt, affected our 
Tpcpints which fall several hundred dollars below those of last year. 
Another r“ for this may be found in the fact that in 1893-'4 a special 
appeal for $100,000 spurred our members to extraordinary effort. Our

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We believe that in the action of the last General Conference in consti- 
tuting a Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and the election of a Secretary of Education, there is the promise of a 
great development in the educational interests of the Church. In order to 
complete the organization in our own Conference and to facilitate the 
work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, your board recom- 
mends the adoption of the following : 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Education, to 
serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Education, 

. hereinafter provided for, shall report immediately upon their organization. 
It shall be the duty of the Conference Secretary of Education to see that 
the District Boards be furnished with catalogues of all our institutions 
and with all information necessary to the prosecution of the work of the 
District Boards, and to keep a roster of teachers desiring situations, and to 
put them in correspondence with the boards applying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Education, 
to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of Education shall 
be paid, and who shall pay out of the said funds the expenses of the Secre- 
tary of the Board for stationery, printing, etc., and the traveling expenses 
of members of the District Boards when in the discharge of their duties as 
members of the Board, and shall present an itemized statement of all 
moneys received and disbursed by him to the Annual Conference Board of 
Education, with vouchers therefor. 

II. District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, four 
laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his 
district, as a District Board of Education. The Presiding Elder shall be 
ex-officio a member of the board, and he shall have power to till any vacan- 
cies occurring in the board in the interim of District Conferences. He 
shall call a meeting of the board for his district in the month of April, 
which shall effect its own organization and report the same to the Confer- 
ence Secretary of Education, and lay such plans for their work in the 
district as, in their judgment, are advisable. The four laymen upon this 
board shall be ex-officio members of the District Conference. It shall be 
the duty of the District Boards of Education : 

'* 1. To secure through the Lt»cal Boards of Education, hereinafter pro- 
vided for, such facts concerning the number of children and young people 
of our own Church, of school age, and the facilities for education within 
their bounds, as shall enable the Church to know the needs of our people ; 
to secure from the Secretary the names of such teachers as desire situa- 
tions, and to do all in their power to supply the local needs within the 
bounds of their several districts ; to procure the names and addresses of 
such young people as may be induced to attend our academies and colleges, 
and to report them to the faculties ; personally to aid the agents of our 
schools in whatever way possible when canvassing within their bounds, 
and to report in writing to the District Conference the work of the Board 
for the year, together with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our people by 
the District Conferences that has not secured the approval -of the District 
Board of Education. 
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III. Local Boards. 

In each pastoral charge there shall be a Local Board of Education, con- 
sisting of three members, to be elected by the Quarterly Conference, upon 
nomination of the preacher in charge. It shall be the duty of the Local 
Boards : 

1. To co-operate with the pastor and Sunday-School superintendent in 
arranging and executing a programme for Children’s Day. 

2. To secure, as far as possible, the statistics called for by the District 
Board of Education. 

3. To aid the representatives of our educational institutions in the can- 
vass of the charge. 

4. To recommend to the District Board of Education such persons as 
they approve as privileged ministerial students. 

5. To report in writing to the District Board of Education the statistics 
gathered by them of the educational work within the pastoral charges, 
together with the number of students attending our institutions of learning 
from their charges. 

In order to carry this organization into effect at once, we recommend 
that the Presiding Elders be requested now to name four laymen in each 
of their several districts, to be elected by this Conference, to act until the 
meeting of the District Conference, and that the Presiding Elders to be 
appointed add to these, immediately after the appointments are made, the 
clerical members necessary to complete the board. 

In order further to forward the work of education within our Confer- 
ence, we recommend that the Annual Conference Board of Education be 
elected to serve for four years. 

We recommend the office of Conference Secretary and Treasurer be 
consolidated, and that Dr. B. W. Bond be elected to this position.

Randolph- Macon Colleges and Academies. 

There has been no important change in the condition of Randolph-Macon 
College since our last report. The number of resident students is 123, of 
whom 44 are from the territory of the Baltimore Conference. The minis- 
terial students are 33 in number, and of these 10 are from our Conference. 
Owing to a slight decrease in the attendance and the fact that several 
students give bonds for the payment of tuition fees, the receipts will prob- 
ably fall short of those of last year by several hundred dollars. The 
reputation of the college, the character of its work, and the ideals of excel- 
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lence toward which it is looking are well known to this Conference, and 
need not be emphasized here. It is sufficient to say that the high intellec- 
tual and moral standards of the past are still maintained, and the future is 
full of hope. 

It is a matter of peculiar gratification that the Randolph-Macon Acad- 
emy at Front Royal, from the time of its organization, notwithstanding 
the financial stringency of the times, has steadily advanced in every 
respect. The number of students is IIG, a slight increase over that of last 
year. The work done both by teachers and students has been satisfactory, 
and the discipline successfully administered. We believe that this institu- 
tion, now approaching the close of its third year, may be regarded as w’ell 
established; and we are able to commend it without reservation to public 
confidence and favor. 

We beg leave to remind the Conference of the resolutions adopted two 
years ago, authorizing a canvass of our territory for the purpose of raising 
$50,000 for the endowment of the chair of the English Bible in Randolph- 
Macon College, and paying off the debt of the academy. The favorable 
time for making such a canvass does not yet seem to have come. But w'e 
recommend that the Conference reiterate its resolution to raise this amount 
of money for the aforesaid purposes, and hold itself in readiness to co- 
operate with the agents of these institutions whenever it may be deemed 
expedient to undertake this financial canvass. 

The Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, at Lynchburg, Va., is prosper- 
ing. It has increased its enrollment from 108 to 125 students, and is 
maintaining the same standards for women as the college at Ashland does 
for men. 

Randolph-Macon Academy, at Bedford City, reports a prosperous year, 
with 130 students. 

The total enrollment of Randolph-Macon students this year will be 
about 500. 

Free literary tuition is accorded sons and daughters of ministers of the 
Baltimore and Virginia Conferences at all Randolph-Macon institutions. 

We recommend an educational assessment of $2,360, of which $2,000 
shall be for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, and $360 for the Gen- 
eral Board of Education. 

Ministerial Education. 

We are glad to report this interest of the Conference to be in a satisfac- 
tory condition. The amount now in the treasury is nearly $200, most of 
which is money that has been returned to the Aid Fund by beneficiaries of 
the past few years. Thirteen students, of our owm and the Virginia Con- 
ference, are receiving loans varying in amount from $25.00 to $125.00 
from the Anderson Loan Fund. 

We desire also to make grateful record of the liberality of a noble- 
minded Christian woman, Mrs. M. A. Winch, of Alexandria, Va., who 
bequeathed the sum of $1,000 to Randolph-Macon College, in aid of stu- 
dents for the ministry. The money is now in possession of the college 
treasurer, and will be applied, at the next meeting of the Board of Trustees, 
to the purpose for which it was given. 

It shall still be our endeavor to allow no student who is doing w ell at 
college to enter the ministry of our Conference prematurely, for lack of 
the means to complete his course of preparation. 

Wesleyan Female Institute. 

This old and famous school of our Conference has had a history o^ 
mingled great success and trial. We hope to see it at last rid of all embar- 
rassment and one of the greatest factors in oyr Conference w’ork. 

It has an enrollment of 65 boarding and 28 day pupils. 
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Its standard of intellectual, moral and religious training is high. The 
health of the pupils has been remarkably good. It has an excellent faculty. 

A new steam-heating outfit has added greatly to the comfort and health 
of the entire household. Electric lights have increased comfort and con- 
venience. Recent improvements on buildings, and new musical instru- 
ments and furniture, are advantages to be considered. 

The statement submitted Feb. 7, 1895, by the Treasurer to the Board of 
Trustees included the bonded debt of $21,297.58, as reported last year, and, 
we regret to say, a floating debt of $12,787.46. 

^ye sincerely hope that the contemplated issue of bonds will be success- 
ful in tiding the institute over its present trial, and, as has been clearly 
shown possible, in leading to the liquidation, by current receipts and a 
sinking fund, of its entire indebtedness. 

We congratulate tlie Board of Trustees on its excellent judgment in 
selecting Rev. II. P. Hamill as the President of the Institute for the com- 
ing session. 

This is our Conference school, and should enlist our utmost interest* 
prayer and effort, for its prosperity. We are sorry to hear that the collec- 
tions pledged at our last session resulted in a meagre three or four hundred 
dollars. 

If our preachers and people do not rally to the relief and support of this 
institution, they will learn its value too late. 

Let us not allow this great loss to come upon us, but this Conference 
year assure the safety and success of our school. 

We approve the plan proposed by the Board of Trustees to issue bonds 
to the amount of $80,000, in order to relieve the institution in its present 
emergency and to place its indebtedness on a common and more satisfac- 
tory Wsis. 

Valley Female College. 

The Valley Female College, located at Winchester, Va., under the con- 
trol of Rev. J. P. Hyde, D. D., possesses excellent advantages for the edu- 
cation of young ladies. 

The location is attractive and healthful. 

The President and his accomplished wife give careful attention to the 
comfort and welfare of the pupils. 

The study of physics and chemistry is greatly facilitated by the use of 
improved apparatus and advanced methods of instruction. 

The religious opportunities are excellent. 

Paine and Lane Institutes. 

The Paine Institute, located in Augusta, Ga., is a school for the education 
of colored preachers and teachers, which was established by our General 
Conference. 

The Lane Institute, in Jackson, Tenn., is the property of the Colored M. 
E. Church, and has the same general character and aim. 

Both these institutions are doing an excellent and necessary work. 
They are under the patronage of our Church. 

In accordance with the action of the General Board of Education, we 
recommend an assessment of $500.00 in their behalf. 

We recommend the following appointments: J. A. Kern, Professor in 
Randolph-Macon College; B. W. Bond, Principal of Randolph-Macon 
Academy, at Front Royal; Collins Denny, Professor in Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity; H. P. Hamill, President of W^esleyan Female Institute; J. P. 
Hyde, President of Valley Female College; H. H. Sherman, Professor in 
Randolph-Macon Academy, at Front Royal; C. W. Moore, student in 
Randolph-Macon Academy, at Front Royal, and W^illiam D. Keen at Van- 
derbilt University. ,

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SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We congratnlate the Church upon the evidences of increasing interest in 
the Sunday School work. And no where is this more manifest than in the 
bounds of our own Conference. Our ministers, by their hearty co-opera- 
tion and encouragement have greatly aided in the advancement of this 
interest of the Church. 

W e are also pleased to remark the prominence accorded the Sunday 
School work by the highest councils of our Church, assembled in the 
last General Conference, who emphasized the importance of the work, by 
creating a “General Sunday School Board,” who should have general 
supervision of the Sunday School interests of the Church. 

AVe are gratified to note, by the reports made to the present session of the 
Conference, that the Sunday Schools have made unprecedented progress 
on all lines. 

Number of Sunday Schools reported, 570, increase, 30; number of offi- 
cers and teachers, 5,(504, increase, 250; number of scholars, 30,882, increase, 
1,687; amount of money raised in the Sunday Schools, $25,885, increase, 
$3,077. 

AYe recommend that “Children’s Day” be observed in all our schools. 
That the programs prepared by the Sunday School Secretary and the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Education be procured and used in these services, 
and that collections be taken and applied as required by the Discipline. 

Sunday School Literatuhe. 

We are glad to remark the improvement in Sunday School literature, 
under Dr. Kirkland’s editorial charge. AVe heartily commend his efforts , 
and purpose to make the same equal to the best published; and would urge 
those in authority — in view of the large amount of revenue derived from 
this source, as reported to the last General Conference by the publishing 
house — to second his efforts in this direction by making such appropria- 
tions to this work, as will enable him to make such further improvements 
and additions as to him and the Board may seem wise and desirable. W e 
want to see our literature placed in the foremost rank of Sunday School 
publications, and have it supplant the necessity or desire for any other 
publications. 

AA^c also suggest that it would materially aid us, as well as inure to the 
benefit of the publishing house, if they would more extensively advertise 
their publications for special Sunday School services, such as “Children’s 
Day,” “Christmas,” etc. AA^e believe it would encourage the more general 
use of them by our schools. 

We desire to give our endorsement to our Conference Colporteur, and 
recommend that all our schools purchase through his agency their Sunday 
School supplies. 

Our Annual Sunday School Convention, we believe, has accomplished 
much good in the past, by gathering together the Sunday School workers, 
both of the ministry and laity, for the interchange of ideas and the sugges- 
tion of methods to increase the usefulness and enhance the popularity of 
the work. Therefore, we most earnestly request the co-operation of both 
preachers and laymen in making it of still greater interest and value to 
Sunday School work in the bounds of our Conference. 

The next session of the Convention will be held at AA’^ esley Grove on the 
week preceding the opening of the camp-meeting. This change of time 
and place has been made at the suggestion of brethren who have the 
interest and success of the Convention at heart, and after careful con- 
sideration and conference with many of the brethren at the session of 
the Conference. 

Brother M. L. Walton was chosen as President of the Convention and 
ex-officio chairman of the following executive committee : Robert Alagru- 
der, Rev. J. H. Light, Rev. C. D. Harris, Ed. S. Conrad, A. M. Robson 
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This committee will arrange program, procure speakers and make all 
necessary arrangements for the conduct of the Convention. 

The following committee will distribute the “ Children’s Day ” fund to 
needy schools : Robert Magruder, O. C. Michael and George J. Cunning- 
ham. Applications will be received by Robert Magruder, No. 12 St. Paul 
street, Baltimore. George J. Cunningham was elected treasurer for the 
ensuing year. 

Epwokth Leagues. 

The reports show 74 Leagues within the bounds of the Conference, with 
a membership of 3,128. W e recommend that our pastors organize and 
foster these young people’s societies. We would, however, deem it a dis- 
aster of untold magnitude should any young people be disposed to substi- 
tute League services for attendance upon the regular services of the 
Church. W e commend the “ Epworth Era ” to the attention and patronage 
of all our young people.

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, BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The monetary interests of the Church have necessarily suffered by the 
financial pressure upon the business world for the past few years. As a 
Board, we have shared with the other benevolent organizations of the 
Church in the loss of income thus occasioned. Compared, however, with 
' * the receipts of last year, the abatement has been slight, not large enough 

seriously to affect our operations. And yet, it is most desirable that 
our annual returns should, at least, very closely approximate, if they do 
not fully reach, the amount assessed upon the various charges of the Con- 
ference for this object. The appeals to the Board for aid are so numerous, 

■ and all of them so urgent, that we should rejoice to be in a position to 

j meet every demand upon us to the full extent of the needs indicated. This 

important department of our work has rendered such substantial service 
during the period of its existence, and has so fully demonstrated its great 
practical utility in stimulating church enterprise, and multiplying houses 
of worship throughout our Conference territory, that it is not necessary we 
should again set forth, as we have several times heretofore, its special 
claims upon the consideration and liberality of our people. W e hope to 
see an increased interest in this good work from year to year, evidenced 
by a proportionate enlargement of our annual receipts. 

After remitting, according to the disciplinary requirement, fifty per cent, 
of our funds to the parent Board, we have aided this year ten churches, 
distributed through six districts. In some of these cases, the very existence 
of the churches seemed to be contingent upon the help thus afforded. We 
refer to the appended report of the Treasurer for a statement of the fiscal 
operations of the Board during the year, and a list of the churches assisted, 
and of the amounts respectively received by them. 

We are directed to call the special attention of those applying to the 
Board for help, to the necessity of having their applications in due form. 
The Board must insist upon having the questions contained in the blanks 
satisfactorily answered, and particularly those relating to title and the 
“Trust Clause” in the Discipline, placed beyond all doubt. 

The Board has also passed an order requiring all applications for aid to 
I be in the Secretary’s hands, at least thirty days before the session of the 

■ Annual Conference, so that, if there be any omission or error, it may be 

I noted, and returned to the applicant in time for correction. 

I 

Several of the charges have made no report. We know of no reason 
I why any discrimination should be made against the claims of this Society, 

I as compared with the other Conference collections, and particularly, by 

churches which have been liberally assisted from its funds. 

We present to the Conference, to be read for information, a letter from 
< the President of the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society, and 

also annex to our Treasurer’s report, that of the Treasurer of said Society, 
IW showing the good work being done by this important auxiliary to our 

Board.

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ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

The report of the agents of our Publishing House reveals a gratifying > 

condition of affairs. Notwithstanding the unparalleled stringency of all 
financial operations and the general depression of business, the credit of i 

our Publishing House is unimpaired, and the assets have been increased 
during the year now closing by an amount exceeding $47,000. The Church 
at large is to be congratulated upon the efficiency of the management of 
this great interest of the Church. 

The list of books issued by the house this year, and the sources from 
which they originated, is such as to awaken interest and create a ready 
sale of these books among our people. 

The “ Christian Advocate” is the official organ of the Church, and, as 
such, we urge on the preachers its claims to a wider circulation, that the 
members of our Church may have further knowledge and a truer sympathy 
with the thought and movements of Southern Methodism. 

W e note with pleasure the extensive circulation of our Sunday School 
periodicals, and we would call the attention of our Sunday School teachers 
to the Magazine, and would urge them to subscribe for and use it in their 
preparation of the lesson. Its excellence is unsurpassed. 

The “ Epworth Era ” is the organ of the Epworth League, and should 
receive the united support of the members of the society, and of all our 
young people. 

The “Methodist Review,” published as a bi-monthly, under the authority 
of the General Conference, commends itself to the support of the preachers 
and intelligent laymen of the Church, and we urge our preachers to do all 
in their power to extend its circulation. 

There has been great improvement in the missionary publications of the 
House. The “Review of ^lissions” contains the latest and most import- 
ant news from the mission fields, and should be on every preacher’s study 
table. 

The “World for Christ,” the latest venture of our Missionary Secretaries, 
is a bright, sparkling monthly paper, published at such a slight cost, that a 
copy should go to every home. We recommend that our preachers see 
that this is done, as far as practicable. 

In regard to the “Baltimore Christian Advocate,” your Committee sub- 
mits the following preamble and resolutions : 
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WJiereas^ we learn that the Conference organ has rapidly gained in circu- 
lation, and that from all parts of our territory where the paper has gone, 
its influence for good has been seen, the reports showing that wherever it 
is read, the interest in the church work has been augmented; and, as a 
good religious journal is always a potent auxiliary to the pulpit, therefore. 

Resolved, I, That we make an effort to put the Conference organ in every 
Methodist home ; 

Resolved, II, That the effort of the publisher, to assist the circulation 
by club rates, at a popular price, is highly appreciated ; 

Resolved, III, That we endorse the arrangement made between Dr, 
Lafferty, the owner and publisher, and the Rev. J. S. Hutchinson, whereby 
the latter is to be the editor.

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ON TEMPERANCE. 

The Conference would reiterate with more pronounced emphasis than 
over before its past deliverances, that the traffic, use and manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors, as a beverage, are incompatible with the teaching of 
the Word of God, and damaging to the best interests of the Church. 

The evil is rapidly growing and fearfully multiplying the victims of 
pauperism, disease and crime. It lies at the root and gives vigor to almost 
every social and national vice. It presents the most formidable obstruction 
in the legislation of our country, and imperils, more than any other enemy, 
the glorious inheritance of liberty so dearly bought by our fathers. 

The vast destruction of nutritive food in the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors, the enormous capital perverted and massed together in this fatal 
trust, and the untold millions snatched from our school houses and homes 
of our people, warn us, in tones that cannot be misunderstood, that the 
dearest rights of domestic happiness and the most sacred duties of the 
sanctuary are in imminent danger. 

Our character as ministers constitutes us the natural guardians of child- 
hood and the protectors of exposed womanhood. We, therefore, most 
earnestly protest against every encouragement of this the most destructive 
evil to the good morals of the community and the prosperity of the King- 
dom of God. 

The fatal history of this traffic convinces us more than ever that we 
should take a firm and decided stand against every form of licensing 
intemperance, and we here express in the following resolutions the pro- 
found convictions of this body. 

I. That we earnestly call upon our people to read the general rules of 
the Discipline and the chapter on temperance, giving careful attention to 
paragraph 216, which reads as follows : “ Let all our preachers and mem- 
bers abstain from the manufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors to be used 
as a beverage, from signing petitions for such sale, in becoming bondsmen 
for any person as a candidate for obtaining a license, and from renting 
property to be used for such sale. If any member shall violate any of the 
provisions of this paragraph, he shall be deemed guilty of immorality. 
Nevertheless, in the case of a member who shall sign a petition for such 
sale, or shall become a bondsman for any person engaged in such traffic, 
or shall rent property to be used for such sale, it shall be the duty of 
the pastor to deal with the offender as provided for in chapter YII, section 
V, paragraph 296, page 127.” 
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II. That the AVord of God and the whole legislation of the Church are in 
antagonism with the use, the vending and the manufacture of intoxicafing 
liquor as a beverage. 

III. That we call upon all our people to present a united front in advanc- 
ing all measures that look to the extirpation of this great social and 
national vice. 

IV. That we specially enjoin on all the ministers and members to become 
more watchful, and to enforce with more fidelity the provisions of the 
Discipline on this subject. 

V. That we earnestly invite our people throughout the Conference, to 
invoke the great head of the Church to keep us in purity, and to stay the 
ravages of intemperance throughout our beloved country. 

VI. That we are in hearty sympathy with all legislation and proper 
movements having as theii’ object the prohibition of the manufactuie and 
sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

In regard to the paper on Temperance which was referred to the Com- 
mittee, asking the appointment of a committee of seven from this body, to 
meet similar committees from other religious bodies, for the purpose of call- 
ing a convention in the State of Maryland, and also for the purpose of 
advising our people how to “vote” on the temperance question, we think 
it advisable to take no action in the matter, as the Conference covers a 
large section in the State of Virginia, and we cannot adopt ex parie resolu- 
tions covering solely the State of ^Maryland.

. . . . 

“ AVe recognize the great importance of circulating the Bible in connec- 
tion with the preaching of the AVord of God, which teaches the way of 
salvation. 
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“We regret that so many inferior and worthless books fake the place of 
the Bible in many Christian homes. Such reading gives us false ideas of 
life, but the Master said : ‘ Search the Scriptures, for in them ye think ye 

have eternal life, and they are they which testify of me.’ 

“We deplore the destitution of the Bible amongst the poorer classes. 

'‘'■Resolved, (1.) That we, as a Conference, recognize and endorse the 
American Bible Society and its auxiliaries in their laudable work. 

"Resolved, ( 2.) That inasmuch as the collections in the past have failed to 
meet the demand, that we will do all w’e can as a Conference to increase, 
the collections. 

"Resolved, ( 3.) That collections be taken by the preachers, at their con- 
venience, and forward the same to the nearest agent of the Bible House,, 
and take his receipt. Also, that members makingcontributions.be requested 
to report to their pastor, so that w^e may know w'hat our Church is really- 
doing for this cause.” 

And in addition thereto : 

It is with satisfaction we note the fact that the last General Conference 
has given definite form to the work of the American Bible Society in our 
various charges by making it the duty of pastors to take collections annu- 
ally in their various congregations, and by bringing the matter prominently 
before our quarterly conferences. 

We also recommend that fifty dollars ($50.00) of the amount raised for 
the Bible Cause in the State of Maryland be appropriated to constitute 
Rev. J. S. Hutchinson a life director of the Maryland Bible Society.

CHURCH AND PARSONAGE INSURANCE. 

Your Committee on Church and Parsonage Insurance, respectfully sub- 
mit the following report : 

We carefully considered the paper referred to us by the Conference, 
which was a plan for the organization of a mutual insurance association, 
under the oversight of the Conference, proposing to furnish insurance on 
churches, parsonages, parsonage furniture and the libraries of our 
preachers, at the cost of such insurance. 
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We are deeply impressed with the importance of this subject. It is a 
painful fact that nearly all of our churches and parsonages in the rural 
sections of our Conference, where money for church and parsonage build- 
ing is most diftlcult to raise, are left uninsured. One reason for this, no 
doubt, is the cost of insurance in the regular companies. By this plan, it 
is proposed to issue policies of from $50 or more, on the libraries and 
household goods of the preachers, to $5,000, on any one church or parson- 
age and its contents, at a cost of one-half of one per cent., these policies 
to run as long as the association continues in business. 

In case of loss by .fire, the amount of the loss shall be distributed 
amongst the policy holders and collected within 60 days, and the loss paid 
within 90 days from the time of the fire. 

It is believed, from the experience of similar organizations amongst 
farmers and others, that this plan will furnish the very best security, at a 
4 cost of not more than one-fourth of its cost in regular fire insurance com- 
panies, thus putting it within the easy reach of all our preachers and all 
, our congregations. 

In view of the interest which our laymen have in this matter, and of 
'their better acquaintance with it, we would respectfully refer this whole 
subject to the laymen present at this Conference, and ask that a meeting of 
laymen be held in the lecture room of this church, to-night at half-past 7 
o’clock, for its consideration.
